Most of the family came to make sure she was dead* This sounds 
a bit harsh, but then most of the family had either been at the receiving 
end of none of Aunt Ves* carryings-on, or had been afraid of her* How* 
ever, she was my father's sister, and he was pretty broken up about her 
death. At the funeral, I sat between my sister Betty and my cousin Ernest* 
Hy cousin Carl sat behind ne* After the funeral, I told myself I'd not 
let that happen again! The first thing that rocked me was, I didn't 
recognize the vouen in the coffin! This woman was cle an l Since witches 
have an aversion to water, I'd always assumed that included bathing, nine* 
Aunt Ves was cot only mean, but dirty as well* Obviously, ths minister 
hadn't known Aunt Ves very well, because he was talking about what a good, 
decent life she'd led. 1 still thought there had been a mistake, and the 
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wrong body was at tha wrong runernl. I could laagina the other funeral, 
and people there earing, "She just doesn't look like herself." That 
atartad ■• giggling. Than the ninleter said, "Finally, tba Good Lord 
lookad down and said, 'All right, LeVeste. thet'a enough I ■•• Like a 
flash, I thought. "Why didn't Ha say that o±k years agoi then Uncle Al 
would have been alive today I'* That atartad ae laugh lug, and I boo the red 
it. Naturally, I got ahoked and turned red* Hy sister was repeatedly 
digging her elbow into ay rlba (SHE could keep a straight face through 
AHT thing), Carl waa leaning forward and patting ay back, and Erneat was 
putting his ara around ay shoulder and patting ae ooaf ortingly.

He would get up for avals and then go back to bed* Eventually ■ he 
aould not gat up because the auscles had atrophied. When we (ay 
aother, ay aiater Betty, aad I) went to the funeral, I waa given atern 
instructions to behave Myself* Cousins Carl and Erneat wanted ne to 
alt with then, but I refused, and told then why. They had the nerve 
to look innocent. Hy aother thought ahe could control the situation 
by putting ae beside herf unfortunately, that put Betty on ay other aide* 
Again, thla Minister didn't know Uncle Ruaa very well, becauae be started 
talking about how 'Brother Russell* had worked all his life to provide 
for hie faaily* That waa pure rot, and everybody sitting there knew it. 
I gurgled a few tiaea, but felt I waa doing well. Then the niniator said

accounts, waa the typical wicked atep-aother. Aunt Parthenia waa eleven 
when thla "wicked** lady aarriad Grandfather Holley, and Parthenia really 
bora the brunt of the atep-aother's dielike. When the latter died. Grand 
father aade the decision to bury her in the Holley faaily ceaetery, one 
plot away froa hie first wife (dad's aother). When he died, he would be 
buried between the two of the*. Dad and Aunt Parthenia decided this ween 
right. The night before the funeral, ay father and ay Unci* OUn (dad's 
younger brother) oliabed the hill - in pitch darkness and driving rain — 
for the aole purpose of filling in the grave . It vaan 1 t until after the 
funeral (where ay Aunt Parthenia perf oraed a one-wouan show, cosplete 
with elnglng, dancing and jokes) that everyone cliabed the hill (I awear 
it la at least 80 degrees) and diacovered that the grave had been filled 
in.

Once I was there 
I saw a owe others' "sines where people played Diplomacy by mall* The 
point that !<■ trying to Make is that ny initial exposure to PBH Diplomacy 
and Dipdom was through the Boardman/Sacks show. (True. I also received 
a copy of TACKY from Lu Henry when he saw an ad in THE GENERAL that a 
friend of mine had placed.) Remember, I was new to PBH and didn't know 
about the novice projects and other hobby organisations that existed* 

Another problem was* a lot of publishers want one to play their 
variants, and I was still Setting used to PBM, and here other QMa want 
you to play in games where you have no Idea what the maps look like. 

But back to my original points. If Sacks starts an alternative 
hobby* let him. Be may recruit additional blood to tba hobby* The 
communication is bound to overlap, and players can graduate to the 
bigger league. It*e like the National League and American League in 
baseball. Everyone knows that the national League ha a the real base- 
ball players in It, and the Amerloan League is, after all* the Junior 
circuit.

What happens now is, in order to keep records 
of variant games, or file copies of the maps/rules in the Variant Bank, 
it 'a necessary to get involved in a lot of cross-referencing from one 
system to another* Reminds me of the period in which the local University 
library converted from Dewey Decimal to Library of Congress - for quite 
some time* some sections went one way* some sections went another* and 
still other sections were mixed or (briefly) even dual I This one , at 
least, had a good reason behind it* The Miller bit doesn't. it has 
nothing to do with recruiting; Sacks could certainly continue to do 
that and channel the newcomers to the established institutions that 
do not admit of more than one practitioner at a time.

Until fairly recently, the prim contender for the office of President of the 
U,s. In 19BB Nae a forMer Senator fro* Colorado, Gary Hart. Rather suddenly, how- 
ever, the media cam out with evidence of a possible extra -Marital affair, and In 
the wake of the devastating publicity, Mr. Hart withdrew from the electoral race. 

In the last couple of weeks, however, rumors have been flying about that Gary 
Hart Is going to re-enter the Presidential contest* Most cc amenta to ra have taken 
as a * given' that Hart fee lft the scandal nay have blown by | either that p or the 
American voters weren't all that scandalized in the first place. However, a few 
perspicacious writers - Including San Diego's finest political critic, Lionel Tan 
Deerlln - have perceived a rather different Motive* In case you hadn't heard, that 
motive is HONEY • 

A bit of summary background, especially for foreign readers* In the It 
costs an immense amount of money to run for. let alone be elected to, our Presidency* 
Some years ago. In an attea.pt to keep these coats to * reasonable level - and to 
wake then equitable - we promulgated the so-called "Matching funds law," By this 
provision* any candidate running for President Is entirely on his own (financially) 
unless and until he can raise $5*000 In campaign contribution* from each of twenty 
of our fifty States. Once that goal Is accomplished - and as fron the no sent that 
is accomplished - the candidate is entitled to "Matching funds fron the Gove rn ment* 
The funds in question are obtained from the annual tax re ventres, and the arrangement 
is that (after meeting the minimum criterion) every candidate will receive one dollar 
fron the Government for each dollar he raises privately* This legal entitlement 
Is vested as from the point that the candidate meets the minimum criterion t the 
first actual pay-out Isn't until the September in the year prior to the election 
(in the present case, this month). 

In the case of Gary Hart, a major problem aroset His entitlement to Matching 
funds w&b vested sons while ago, but he announced his withdrawal fron the campaign 
prior to the first d us bursal. On the latter basis, the Federal agency responsible 
for disbursing the mat chin** funds ruled that Hart w&a entitled to nothing! never 
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mind that he'd met the minimum criterion some while before* awl had therefore had 
his entitlement vested | he was no longer a candidate, said the panel, and fund a ware 
thus not going to be released to hie. 

How, Hart could challenge thla In the courts j the problea la, the challenge 
would coat immense amounts of mon«y» and take forever. And Gary Hart's problea Is 
that he desperately needa money, and has no time to wait for It. He has a massive 
unresolved debt fro* his 19&ffr Presidential bid* and the creditors are getting In- 
creasingly naaty • 

So - according to Hr. Van Deerlln and others, Gary Hart has one curious optlom 
He can re-enter the Presidential race* In bo doing, he can claim (as an "active" 
candidate) the Matching funds to which he la theoretically already entitled j If 
he does a bit acre campaigning and gets enev more contributions, he can get even 
more matching funds. (Remember, he's already qualified | from here on* every single 
dollar la matched.) and those funds will stave off a hell of a lot of creditors i 
the funda to which hart la already "entitled" would cover over 60% of his debt* 
Any further "earnings" could very well wipe It out - even though Hart nay not 
be In the learnt bit serious any more* 

On this heals, Gary Hart haa the opportunity to make a complete mockery of 
the ffampelgn financing law that was specifically designed to eliminate asking a 
mockery of campaign financing* Ironic, eh? - especially since Hart co-sponsored 
the law.,.* 

Hell, there *a nothing like a lucrative loophole .... 

((Hotec Lionel Van Deerlln, the local commentator on whose essays thla Is 
based, la by no means an off-the-wall "nut." He knows whereof he speaks. Prom 
19*7 to 1962 he was a very respected political broadcast Journalist in San Dlegoj 
he la probably the only reporter In San Diego history to have had the adjective 
1 1nvestigative* applied. In 1962, Lionel Van Deerlln - on his third try, and 
after the periodic reapportionment of districts - was elected to the U.S. Congress,

We took votes on possible places | some opted to make an all-day effort out of 
a climb to the airport (approx. eight milea cross-country, and watch out for the 
buf f alo) i another group decided to trek north along the cliffs to the other big 
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campground, a ten four ■ ileal and Croup Three (which we Joined) elected the Most 
difficult feat of all - He were going, flat-out across the rugged ridge, all the 
way across to the west side of the Island, a distance of approximately two hundred 
yards. It took fire minutes. Actually, It took twenty, but fifteen of those

Two, I and on* other father were still wearing street shoes, and our feet 
hurt | 

Three, the photographer among us, Jon Johnston, w*a out of fllal 

I shall not recount. In my usual excruciating detail, that return trip* 
Suffice It to say that I spent my time In pursuit of higher mathematical know- 
ledge, I counted rocks tripped over, to a number higher than I've ever counted 
before. I counted foot blisters, to exactly the same number, I counted the 
number of times Brie announced, ~1 *m thirsty, " to a number greater than the 
sum of the other two. And I counted the Joys and. blessings of that hike, which 
was an Incredibly simple task*.,. 

But, of course, all good things do end. He finally got back - we even had 
a handful of fine photos of rugged coast, vicious buffalo, and that haey distant 
Island that caused all this Misery. And we strode, triumphantly. Into the town 
of Two Harbors, , Intent on finally getting something to drink* And there la a 
water faucet In the center of the town, and Lord knows water is the finest of 
all thirst-quenchers • • * . 

Oops. Did I forget Ross and Eric? Yes, I sust havet Roast "1 want a 
Coke!" Brlci "I want apple Juice! * Forget the faucet* off to the general store.

And to mako things 
worse, there Isn't a single bankruptcy lawyer in the whole town! 
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PART POUR i Of Plga, and Buffalo, and Endangered Plants, and Yet Hon Pigs 

In the 1920s, a film company from Hollywood decided to use Catallna Island 
as a location for making a Western adventure. To provide appropriate background, 
the company Imported a sna.ll herd of American bison (commonly called "buffalo," 
though they really aren't) | when the film hub completed* the company left - and 
left the bison behind to fend for themselves* And fend they dldf froa the docen 
or so that were brought over* the herd grew to about 7001 In the process, via 
grazing* they practically annihilated the native flora of Catallna. But, In 
fairness, one cannot entirely blame either the buffalo or the movl* crew for this 
devastation! they merely finished a Job that had been begun, nearly four hundred 
years earlier, by the Spanish explorers roaming the coast of California* Those 
earlier adventurers had perceived the need for a ready food source for the crews 
of their ships, and had found the Channel Islands absolutely perfect for that 
source - except for the simple fact that there waft no food on theal So the 
Spanish 1 sported the food. In the form of "starter* herds of domestic pigs and 
goats | after just a short while, the herds had Multiplied to the point that 
all a captain needed to do was put ashore a hunting party, and - vollal — fresh 
■eatl But of course the herds did their share of damage to the plant life, and 
when the ravenous bison were added, the result was inevitable .a forest fire 
couldn't have done It better* 

The Spanish weren't complete ecological fools* however, Paced with utter 
deforestation, they thought to Import a mainland strain of oat '-like grass, which 
grew rapidly and provided perfect fodder for the food source* It eventually 
proved quit* tasty to the bison, too. But this grass has one property that 
appalls environmentalists t It chokes out practically everything else growing 
In the vicinity* 

The result was that by about 1940, the native groundcover of Santa Catallna 
was extinct, replaced by the Spanish grass* 

How do we know this? Two reasons* One, the Spanish - later, the Mexican - 
occupiers of the Island described the flora replacement process In rather re- 
markable detail considering the period. Two, there are two tiny exceptions to 
the extinction statement. On two small rocks, Immediately off the east coast 
(where no bison, goat or pig ever trod), tiny stands of the original species 
still exist* and actually thrive t a total of roughly 300 sq. ft. of the only 
known stand of this species, (Since **herd manage sent" of the graalng species 
has taken over In recent years, there Is talk of an attempt to re -Introduce 
the species to the Island per ae» So far, lt*s all talk.) Note the photo 
section, where one of these two unique rocks is shown* Guess what the white 
border to the plants is? Hay be that's why they call this "Bird Rock?" 

All of this became starkly relevant during our little outing* Hot only 
did we find a small herd of bison - noted for getting very upset If one gets 
too doae to their prescribed 'territory,' hence I got a very dirty look from 
the lead male about ten seconds after I snapped the accompanying photo - but 
w B also met the wild pigs* Last year, we heard about the plga, but never saw 
any* This year, we became intimately acquainted* 

Catallna's seml^-doaestlc pig herds are nocturnal) they sleep In the under- 
brush all day (if one plods round far enough, one nay find a couple | Ross did 
our first afternoon). But if one Merely waits until darkfall, one need not 
plod round i the pigs will seek you out, en masse. My only regret Is that, 
despite having two came ran with us this time, we had no flash. Therefore, 
there are no photos of Catallna's mo3t nuaerous residents* It probably doesn't 
matter too much, however t one presumes that most readers have seen a domestic 
pig? Hell., that's what they look like. 
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The j begin to creep out of the brush about 8 p.m., irhen the campsite la 
settling In* First com the snail ones, as a kind of advance guard | they poke 
about the fringes , presumably scouting the possibilities, and then go back down 
the hill to Make some sort of report to the big pigs* By about 10 p.**, when 
the campers hare all gone to bod and the lights are down* the herds arrlvet the 

figs seem to travel In groups of 10—15* and It seems to be one group per camp 
there are nine campsites where He were) » spending the entire night rooting 
around* grunting constantly* bumping Into tents , and trying to find leavings 
of a meal* or any food not put atop a table or strung f rem a tree. They also 
seen to have very weak eyesight) several of us* on the second night, wanted 
very auch to get a dose look at these beasts, so He got up in the Middle of 
the night* sat at the picnic table with our flashlights* and Halted for a pig 
to wander near) when one did* we all flicked our lights straight on It. Never- 
theless, the pigs Invariably approached within four or five feet before suddenly 
turning away* A couple of people did have flash cameras, and snapped photos i 
the flash never seemed to face the critters unless they were quite close. 

The curious thing la that at no tins did any of us think of the obvious 
neans of dealing with the Invasion. But when on Sunday I returned the borrowed 
tent to the ranger* he showed me his plan for dealing with this possibility i 
He had set a pig trap* and he had bought a frying pan* and he Has (ahem) waiting 
for the arrival of pork chops and bacon. »»•

But Peter 
Sullivan brings up a good Issue (on the subject of Hell and Cod's mercy)* and I'd 
like to give an answer to It* (Perhaps not THE Christian answer, but how I deal with 
It.) There Is a relationship between Fat Jensen *s Issue of the Old and Mew Testa- 
ments, and Peter's question, but that will have to wait for another Installment . Per- 
haps what follows will help In any case* 

First, let ae point out that not every Inquirer would be satisfied with a God 
who Ignored the crimes of the obvious monsters of history* God la attacked as often 
for letting the wicked prosper as for condemning them to Hell. A good look at the 
victims of violent wrongs shows that personal experience can strain the quality of 
Mercy a great deal* So If I am too strong In defending the mercy of God. I could 
be In as much trouble from some quarters as I would be from defending Hell* 

But I am under the Impression that God has Indeed forgiven all sins, not Just 
the sins of the average man but also the sins of the worst monsters . The Cross 
excludes nothing, leaves out no one. From God's standpoint. He "la not willing that 
any should perish, but that all should com to repentance (2 Peter 3* 9) .* "As 
surely as I live, declares the sovereign Lord, I take no pleasure in the death of 
the wicked, but rather that they turn from their ways and live (Eseklel 33" it)*"" 

The criticism of Hell always seems to assume that the problem la with God •a 
Love. But let's put It another way. You would probably not disagree with me if I 
say. Ideally, that any aa n truly repentant of a deed ought to be shown mercy* 
I know of one of the *"Manson Clan" who has become a Christian since the famous mur- 
ders, and has been now for many years. I visited another Inmate of the Institution 
where he la held, for some ties under California's M-2 Program. The person I visited 
(not a Christian) considered this former Hanson follower "the most changed man" he 
had ever met. Yet It Is unlikely that the former Hanson follower will ever gain 
his freedom. His crime was too grim for most people to forget, even though he la 
sorry for it and has rejected the way that led him to that spot. I would take It 
from Peter's and your own comments that you would agree with me that this Is a sad 
miscarriage of Justice. ((Dunno about Peterf for my part, no I do not agree. Let *a 
finish your letter, then I'll remark why.)) 

But what If we are faced with a man who Is unrepentant? Should we release him 
to the streets when he Intends to maintain the same pattern of life? Would we want 
to place him back In a position where he would have the power to harm others? The 
problem applies to the Eternal Courtroom as well. You simply cannot assume that the 
minute someone sees the heavenly throne, that he will Instantly change his opinions 
about life* after all, the Bible assumes there is at least one creature whose vision 
of the supernatural world has never been limited by the material constraints of the 
body, who nevertheless stubbornly refuses to change* What do you do with the evil 
person who refuses to change? 

We face the same choices in our worldly justice system that God does in Hlai 
Unconditional release, reduction to non-existence, or exclusion of the recalcitrant. 
Unconditional release Is out, for the happy promise of a new world cannot allow for 
the re-entrance of evil* Otherwise, evil holds the world hostage, unable to enter 
into Its happiness and forever preventing It from experiencing it for Itself. ( M A 
little leaven leavens the whole lump.") Destruction of the individual falls afoul 
of the way we are made B God created us as significant beings* not puppets or play- 
things* We have been granted a form of self-existence* separate from God if not 
totally Independent of Him. We have also been given the power of significant choices* 
"The gifts and calling of God cannot be revoked (Romans 11129)*** God cannot take 
away our ability to choose our own way without removing the significance of our 
existence. Do you want to be a free agent? Do you want to be able to choose your 
own way? God cannot allow you that gift unless the door to something outside of God 
is open. Unhappily, some will take that road.... 



If a man cannot enter the new world and cannot be destroyed, what Is left? What 
Is left outnido of God? "All things were made by Him and for -Him (Colosslans til6). N 
Fe jectlng Cod means reject inn of all that 'snails* of Hln* Even corrupted pleasures 
stem from good things He has given us to enjoy* Outside of God* there Is only 
emptiness, aloneness. an empty life with nothing to feed off of hut Itself * The 
Bible speaks of Hell as often as "the outer darkness** as It does of It as "fire, " 
of a place of "w*«plng and gnashing of teeth* ** which can represent anger and 
hatred as such as pain* 

In the end. I guess , I # m saying that Hell is a self-inflicted horror done as 
the last empty, M gry defiance of a soul that refuses anything else. It might be 
hard to believe that anyone could be so stubborn In the face of Love, but can you 
not imagine; & hate so strong that It refuses to be consoled? I believe a man con- 
ditions himself by the choices he Bakes In life. Attitudes calcify over tine, 
hearts harden, men literally lose their identity as human beings by repeated evil 
choices. Hat-tin lather often talked about .the two faces of Cod. One was God as 
He was by naturei Loving, giving, the Father who wanted nothing but good for His 
children* The other was the face Han forced him to show, not his natural face at 
all* but only one displayed as a last resort. There is a Judicial aspect to Hell* 
to be certain. Cod sends men to Hell, to the outer darkness. But these men are 
self —condemned, not because of the grossness of their sins* but because they have 
refused love, have refused to be Included In happiness. C .3 .Lewis actually refers 
to this sending as "the final mercy of Cod to those who will accept nothing else" 
(read The Great Divorce * a novel of him with an Intriguing treatment of this whole 
subject)* By setting a precise place and boundary to Hell, Cod has set limits to 
a torment which by its nature would be forever increasing In Its Intensity* 

Believe me. this Is no easier a subject for me as a Christian than for any 
non-believer* The God of Mercy Is the one that I have chosen. But how can there 
be mercy* unless there Is something terrible to escape? Cod has rescued me from 
myself* and has opened the door to a true fellowship with Him. I talk about It 
as much as I do because it la a gift I wish to spread around*

As per the preceding ((I'm Conrad again)), I Mould take issue only with one 
element of your ores en tat ion* and that is the question of mercy toward the "changed 
man.* 

Hot, you understand, that I have the sllghest quarrel with Divine Hercy* Cod 
is the ultimate Judge] I leave it to Him to fulfill that function* But among us 
humans* hero on earth. I*m afraid I cannot endorse a sense of "mercy 1 * toward those 
.perpetrators of heinous crimes as 'verified" by other fallible humans. I do not 
believe in or support the concept of capital punishment* It Is not up to me to 
kill another human. But I do not support the Idea that human, earth-bound justice 
need be qualified by fallible Judgments of what is forgiven and what Is not. 

During the course of the 1946 Nuremberg Trials, defendant Hans Frank, the 
so-called "Butcher of Poland, " came to express great remorse for his actions as 
a result of a re-conversion to Cod, The attending chaplain, and most other ob- 
servers, agree that his remorse and return to Cod were legitimate rather than self- 
serving* Nonetheless, Hans Frank was hanged. 

Of the Watergate conspirators, Charles Colson spent his prison term doing 
Christian work, and since his release has continued doing these works for the Lord* 
Nevertheless, he has not been pardoned , 

And of the Hanson "clan,*" you mention one man who has become a repentant 
Christian ** there Is a second, one of the women, named Susan (I forget the last 
name) - who are currently spending their days In prison working for the Lord* 
Still, they r ema in in orison, and are likely to until they die . 
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It la my feeling that It la not up to ua earthly humana to determine who la 
truly repentant ant who la Taking It." I do not support capital punishment, and 
therefore - In the preceding examples - cannot andoraa tha execution of Gauleiter 
Frank. Br tha aaaa token, I cannot andoraa an aaseasaent of trua "repentance** made 
by an human authority, and thus I do not agree for one minute that tha continued in- 
carceration of all Hanson clan nwb«» represents a miscarriage of Justice* 

For ay part, I would clearly distinguish between "divine*' Justice and "earthly* 
Justice, Tha former la quite out of ay realm* But In tha natter of tha latter. I 
suggest that huaan beings - fallible aa they ara - are quite Incapable of baking any 
Judgaent aa to who la "sincere" in repentance and who la "faking" It. For divine 
purpose©, leave the aatter to Godt if forgiveness la appropriate, I have no doubt 
that It will be forthcoming.
